graduated at the general seminary on 


foreign missionary work, 
went to China soon after. In China he 
has remained up to the present time, and, 
in addition tothe regular work of the 
mission, has translated the Bible into the 
Mandarin tongue, The Episcopal mis- 
sion in China has been established about 
forty years, andthere have been two 
bishops appointed to the field from the 
United States. Bishop Boone, who died 
in 1855, was the first, and Bishop Wil- 
liams was appointed to fill the vacancy, 
and has since continued in charge of ihe 
whole mission. Last year it was decided 
to divide the field, and B:shop Williams 
was assigned tothe empire of Japan, 
with headquarters at Jeddo. He is still 
living, the report in the Times yesterday 
of his decease being an error. Thé aew 
bishop is to have headquarters @t Sbang- 
hai, and his field is to be called the 
Chinese mission. It is stated that Dr. 
&chereschewsky’s translation will enable 
the Episcopal mission to put the Bible 
into the hands of 160,000,000 persons. 
Dr. Scbhereschewsky is in this city at 
present. He will be consecrated ag seon 
as possible, and will immediately there 
after sail for China to begin his work. 

Mr. Clarke, bishop eect to Africa, is a 
native of New England, is the son of a 
clergyman of the Episcopal church, and 
is about fifty vears of age. Tle was 
graduated ai Yale college, and at the 
General Theological Seminary in New 
York city. An early portion of iis min. 
istry was spent in educational work in 
Maryland aod elsewhere, but most of his 
ministry of upward of twentyefive year. 
bas been in the south. He is now the 
rector of St. Paul’s church, Augusta, 
Ga. lt wasat first proposedto send a 
colored bishop to Africa, but the idea was 
given up on the ground that a white 
man could better influence the local 
governments which are now ina state of 
war.

EATEN BY CANNIBALS., 


A Horrid Story that Agitates Boston 
—Crews of Three South sea Ves- 
sels Eaten by Cannibals— 
Only One Man Left to 
Tell the Tale.

A year ago last February the bark Jew- 
ess, of Boston, sailed from New South 
Wales in the direction of the Auckland 
islands, a group which lies in the South 
Pacific Ocean near New Zealand. A 
few days later the Boston bark Delia M. 
Long and an English bark, name un- 
known, followed on the same course. 
No tidings of the two Boston vessels 
were received in this city till recently, 
when Captain Bremer, of Biddeford, 
Me., of the bark Marathon, New York,

world, brought back a terrible story in 
regard tothem. At one of the ports at 
which he had stopped he Lad fallen in 
with a sailor, cr some one who knew 
him, who purported to be the sole sur- 
vivor of the three crews, The vessels, 
he said, had become becalmed in the vi- 
cinity of the Auckland islands, and laid 
there together several days. They were 
boarded at night by cannibals, who came 
in large numbers, overpowered thecrews, 
plundered the ships, and scuttled them. 
Tbe men were carried prisoners to the 
shore, and furnished food for the horri- 
ble feast of their captors. No particu-

' cape were obtained, but the facts are
